H.M.8. Albion left Sheerness last week to 
relieve H.M.8.

The St. Petersburg Viedomoste describes as 
idle talk the rumours of a Russian protectorate 
over Tibet, which, it says, must remain a no- 
man’s land. 

A 8t. Petersburg telegram reports a hostile 
reception in France of Hussia’s latest proposals 
about Manchuria. This presumably refers to 
the rennociation scheme. 


It is reported that China-has made a belated 
claim from the United States for an indemnity 
of $500,000 for the alleged outrageous treatment 
of Chinese at Butte City, Montana, in 1886. 

The plague figures at Hongkong to date are: 
—Cnses 1,558 (1,479 Chinese, 51 jtlecs Asiatics, 
28 Europeans), deaths 1,482 (1.439 Chinese, 34 
other Asiatics, 9 Europeans). The epidemic 
seems thoroughly at on end. 

The D'Entrecasteauz, Admiral Bayle’s flag- 
ship. has left Toulon for China. General 
Sarillon has been appointed Brigadier-General 
in command of the French troops. Generals 
Voyron and Bailloud arp returning to France. 


Liu, Imperial Chinese Commisioner, attached 
to the person of the Viceroy of Yunnan, has 
been on a visit to Hanoi on his way to Yunnan- 
fu, whether he has now gone. His mission has 
some connection with the French scheme for 
the Laokai-Yunnanfu Railway. 

The Russian journal Novee Vrewya has been 
publishing a remarkable series of articles, iu the 
course of which the writer says that the 
Japanese army is everywhere attracting at- 
tention. If it is not the best army in the 
world, it might still prove far the most dang- 
erous to Russia. 

The United States Consulate in Chungking 
was closed at the end of last month, Mr. Henry 
B. Miller, the Consul, having been transferred 
to Newchwang. This is attributed to the small 
amount of business done by Americans in 
Chungking, most of the residents there being 
missionarivs. 

Our Weihsiwei correspondent writes that 
H.M.S. Te:rible has gone to Yokohama for 
three weeks, returning to Weihaiwei, it is 
expected, about the 24th inst. Admiral Sir 
Cyprian Bridge has assumed charge of the 
China Squadron, and was still at Weihaiwei 
when our correspondent wrote. 

fome time ago the Japanese Government 
forwarded a demand to the Corean Government 
for a concession in Masampo, says a Tokyo 
despatch of the 2nd inst. The survey of the 
district was recently concluded. The Corean 
Government eventually replied favourably to 
the Japanese Government, and the, ratification 
of a Treaty with referencs to the concession is 
expected to take place shortly. 

On the 10th inst. H.E. the Viceroy Tao Mu, 
the Tartar General at Canton, and the Provin- 
cial Governor of Kwangtung, despatched civil

By this it is meant that 
Mr. McLeavy Brown will retain his position as 
Commissioner of Corean Customs. . 


A certain steamer sailing under the French 
flag was recently seized by the Imperial Chinese 
Customs anthorities, for having 30,000 taels’ 
worth of opium aboard, which had been smug- 
gled in, it was olaimed. The French Consul 
at Canton protested against the seizure, and 4s the 
Customs Authorities failed to take any notice 
of his protest, he petitioned the French Minister 
at Peking to intervene. The result is looked 
forward to with great interest, especially as to 
all appearances the French authorities are 
quile in the wrong in this case. 


News has been received from Teingkieege ts 
on the Grand Canal, says the N.-(. Daily News, 
to tho effect that the “Great Sword” Bovciety - 
—the parent of the Borer movement—is get- 
ting more and more powerful and is daily 
gaining recruits and adherents from not only 
the “ Rescue Armies” of the various Central 
and Southern provinces passing through Tsing- 
kiangp'u on their way home to be disbanded, 
but also from the inhabitants of North 
Kiangsu, who are suffering from drought and, 
famine. Tsingkiangp'u is aaid to be one of the- 
principal “centres” of the Society, whilst 
returning soldiers: “from the war” are eagerly 
welcomed by the Society chiefs on account of 
the modern arms and ammunition they carry. 


The steamer Putiala (transport ‘No. 14) 
arrived in the harbour on the 10th inst. from 
Taka. Shoe had on board Major-General Sir 
Norman Stewart (commanding First Brigade, 
China Field:Force) and staff, and the officers 
and men of the 24th Punjaub Infantry. This 
regiment took part in the operations for the 
relief of the besieged Legations, and cipat- 
ed in tho historic march to Peking. The 
rogiment was subjected to a heavy shell and rifle 
fire just before entering the Capital city, but 
behaved magnificently. Enquiry on board the 
Putiala showed that the aspect of affairs up 
North is much the same as we already knew it. 
Comparative calm is succeeding the turmoil of 
tho past twelve months, and districts policed by 
the troops of the Allies are now being handed 
over to the care of Chinese soldiers. At 
Lang Fang, situated in the district where 
the Boxer rising most seriously asserted itself, 
and where Admiral Seymour's expedition met 
with a severo check. the Germans are build- 
ing a small fort, capable of holding about 
four hundred men, for the protection of 
the railway there. Although the back of the 
late rebellion has been broken, our informant 
was not at all sangnine of o continuation of 
internal peace and quietude in.China. As long 
as Boxors exist, he said, and as long as they 
have unscrupulous men to lead them, s0 lon 
will civil strife in China continue. Hoe did no 
anticipate any immediate trouble, but felt 
confident that the events of the past year 
would be repeated sooner or laten Too 
many of the Boxer leaders zeeeret . Had 
more of them been killed the chahces of peace 
would have been ter and more hopeful. 
The Pufiala, which has on board several

for the Colonies, asking for an enquiry into 
the existing sanitary condition of the a 
is still being extensively and representatively 
signed. Jf, however, any special induce- 
mert is needed to residents who have not 
yet signed for them to do so, it will be 
found in the fact that certain Chinese are 
organising an opposition to the Petition. 
We have had interviews with several leading 
‘Chinese on the subject, and whilst they 
express sympathy with the general desire 
of the Petitioners to improve the sanitation 
of the colony, and consequently advance its 
permanent prosperity, they take exception 
to the document for several reasons. ‘They 
think it is an indictment against H.E. the 
GoveRNor, who, they rightly state, has 
been most considerate and kind to the 
Chinese. Most of our readers will 
agree with the latter sentiment, although 
they may express it in a different 
form, The Chinese also allege that if the 
objects of the Petitioners are fulfilled such 
results will mean a Sanitary Board with more 
arbitrary powers than that body now pos- 
sesses. ‘The Chinese naturally expressed 
themselves that they would like to see the 
Sanitary Board swept away! To accuse 
this poor, helpless and unaided specimen of 
municipal administration of possessing 
arbitrary powers is indeed amusing. The 
Chinese should know through their own 
representatives on that Board that it is 
entirely without any powers whatever, and 
it cannot discharge its own punkah-puller 
without the sanction of H.E. the Governor 
in Council. Its one function is to take 
certain departmental work off the hands of 
Government, and to philanthropically sug- 
gest measures for local improvements for 
Government consideration and emasculation. 
Beyond that it is merely a select debating 
society in which local officials may 
sometimes assert an independent opinion 
unchecked and occasionally give vent to 
their feelings and provide an exhibiliou of 
good manners. For all practical purposes 
the Sanitary Board may be likened to the 
‘helplessness of a moribund infant-Jeft on 
the steps of a convent with the customary 
chit to the benevolent. The third conten- 
tion of the Chine: eis that improved sanitation 
would mean increased taxation, forgetting the 
Government this year expects a surplus of 
almost a million dollars, part of which should 
be devoted to publicimprovements. Of course 
to the European community these objections 
on the part cf the Chinese to the Petition 
would seem to be easily explainable—the 
Chinese need only to read the Petition to find 
they are entirely wrong in their deductions. 
The difficulty, however, is that the Chinese 
having once become possesscd of an idea it 
ig not easy to convince them otherwise. 
They are not open to conviction except from 
their own people. Many residents will 
doubtless treat’ any opposition to the 
sanitary reform of the colony from the 
Chinese as a matter of little moment, 
knowing the innate objection in the lower 
classes of Chinese to cleanliness, aud 
recognising that if the sanitation of the 
colony be left to Chinese taste, things 
would come to a sorry pass. The point to 
be seriously considered is, however, whether 
the opposition of the Chinese has been 
influenced for specific motives. The 
Government naturally must provide some 
tangible excuse for twenty-one years of 
neglect and apathy, and it is conceivable that | 
Chinese opposition te the introduction of 
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sanitary measures would suit its case 
well. It is the only possible excuse the 
Government cin preset, though we should 
imagine it woul-l require something stronger 
than this to bluff the Home Government. 
The Chinese have even been influenced so 
far as to discuss the possibility of pre- 
senting a counter-petition, but it is to be 
earvestly trusted for their own sakes and 
for the future welfare of the colony gen- 
erally such an act of folly will not be per- 
petrated. It may be, and it is not unlikely, 
though we can hardly imagine such want 
of public spirit, that certain residents hav~ 


ing large vested interests in the colon 


have set the ball of opposition rolling 
amongst the Chinese. Whatever be the 
cause, such opposition does exist, aud it 
is well the European community should 
know it and he prepared in no uncertain 
terms to deal with it. Chinese ignorance of 
the laws regulating health and life, and 
prejudice against. their application, should 
not be allowed to keep hack this colony, 
or to permit its being kept as insanitary 
and ax unhealthy as it is at present. What 
is even More important, it should be made 
plain to the Chinese here, the vast majority 
of whom are not British subjects, that the 
British are the governing race. We are 
convinced that.if the Petition were explained 
correctly to the intelligent Chinese any such 
opposition would cease, for that document 
has but one object, namely the improvement 
of the colony with a view to its future 
prosperity, in which all, Chinese, Indians 
and Europeans alike, must participate in. 


(Dairy Press, 8th July.) 

It is satisfactory to learn that the opposi- 
tion on the part of certain influential 
Chinese against the Petition, which we 
inentioned in our last. issue, has subsided 
and given place to svmpathy. Their objec- 
tion arose from entirely wrong conceptions 
of the contents of the Petition and of 
the attitude of the petitioners towards 
the present local administration and in- 
dividuals constituting the Government. 
Therefore the opposition has been withdrawn, 
hecause the Chinese concerned in it have 
taken the irouble to read the Petition in a 


sense which the Committee responsible 
would have all to read it; namely, 
that it is not an attack ; on any 


official, ag it covers twenty-one years of 
administration, during which period many 
officials have served. The Committee, which 
was entirely representative of the coin. 
munity, has adopted a perfectly legitimate 
and constitutional course, recognising, as all 
must do, that the task of sanitary reform in 
Hongkong is so stupendous as to be 
entirely outside the power of the local 
Government to accomplish. Whether the 
existing Government has done its utmost 
in the interests of public sanitation is 
another matter. It has, unfortunately for 
itg own reputation, certainly never pre- 


sented any serious evidence of it. The 
petitioners simply state from official 
documents only the existing lament- 
able state of affairs, and show by 


such quotations how the repeated recom. 
mendations of colonial medical officers, and of 
even special commissioners, have been evaded 
and ignored. The Chinese have at Iast 
come to understand thisand to recognise that 
the Petition is not intended as an indict +ent 
against any local officials ; indeed, many of 
the latter, including, we believe, H.t'. the 
Governor himself, have privatels commend- 
ed the objects of the Petition, as pvinting 
to the only possible solution of a 
very grave situation. It should be well 
understood that the Chinese have not 
as a body been asked to sign the Petition ; 
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many hive com: forward and done go, but. 
their signatures were not, us far as we know, 
solicited. [t was believed that the prayer of 
the petitioners would be successful with- 
out the signatures of the Chinese; and it 
may be mentioned that the few Europeans 
who have not been able to sign the 
Petition, have expressed keen sym- 
pathy with its objects. The signature- 
sheets will most likely be collected to- 
morrow, so any reaideuts who have not yet 
signed and who desire to do so should sign 
to-day. 


(Daily Press, 11th July.) 

To-day the Petition to Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
asking for an enquiry into the sanitation of 
the Colony will be sent to the Colonial 
Secretary with a request that it be at once 
forwarded. The Petition in the matter of 
signatures is the strongest that has ever 
been sent from this Colony since it was 
founded. It is a matter of regret that so 
energetic and so able an official as the late 
Dr. Ayres did not live to witness this 
triumphant outcome of his labours. 
many extracts from official medical reports 
which are contained in the Petition and 


make up the case for the petitioners are’ 


endorsed by every professional man in the 
Colony qualified to express an opinion on 
the subjects dealt with. So then, as far as 
the community is concerned, the labours of 
the late Colonial Surgeon and the present. 
Medical Officer of Health have not been in 
vain, and their reproaches as to the indiffer- 
ence of the public have at last been met by 
unanimous public action. One important 
and gratifying aspect of the movement for 
local sanitary reform is that it has revealed 
a new independent force in the Colony. 
The men whom we have long looked 
upon as the leaders of the community 
have refrained from signing the Petition. 
Tt was produced by residents who 
have hitherto never posed as public men, 
‘though the Committee contained in its 
ranks several of the leading men in our 
shipping and mercantile circles; ‘I herefore, 
if the object of the petitioners he attained, 
it will break down once and for all the theory 
far too long prevalent here that the welfare 
and destiny of this Colony is controlled and 
reyulated by a select few who stand as its 
public representatives. They will have to 
yield to public opinion when they cease by 
their own inclinations to represent it. The 
Petition has been signed by all classes and 
races of this cosmopolitan community, 
although the preponderance of signatures is 
naturally British. Ifany condemnation of 
the existing sanitary system is needed, it is 
contained in the fact that nearly all the 
doctors, architects, and engineers have signed 
the Petition. The majority of the lawyers 
have evidenced its legality by their signa- 
tures, and it iseven gratifying to learn that 
the document has received ones bene- 
diction, inasmuch as the two local prelates 
bave appended their names to it. In spite 
of the abortive Chinese oppositivn, the lists 
comprise many signatures of that nation- 
ality, and the Parsees, as was snticipated, 
have unanimously al aaa it, 

The community will be dolighted to learn 
that H.E. the Governor is in so hearty 
weord with the Wishes of the petitioners 
that he has already written home asking 
that a sanitary expert shall be sent here to 
enquire into the sanitation of the Colony. 
Such request, we believe, went home by 
the last mail. Everyone will appreciate 
this exhibition of practical sympathy with the 
desires of the community, although they 
may question the apparent haste of His 
Excellency. We think H.E. would have 
shown greater wisdom had he waited a 
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week longer and attached his recommenda- 
tion to the Petition, for under the circum- 
atances it appears as if H.E. was trying to 


head off the petitioners. We, of course, do 
not charge this to H.E., but we cannot 
refrain from thus representing a prevalent 
opinion. In any case, if by such a despatch 
it was desired to forestall the petitioners, 
it would miss its object because the desires 
of the petitioners were telegraphed home 
weeks ago, and moreover the Petition itself 
is dated, The community, however, will be 
grateful to Sir Henry Braxe for his 
action, which in itself is a gratifviny tribute 
to the effectiveness of the agitation for local 
sanitary reform. 


THE RUSSIAN RENUNCIATION 
STORY, 


——— 
(Daily Press, 16th July.) 

There has been a large crop of rumours 
lately as to what Russia is going to do, what 
she is asking from China, and what she is 
about to give back. Last week we. had the 
sensational despatch announcing the inten- 
tion of restoring Port Arthur and Dalny to 
China, coupled with the statement from a 
Berlin source that Russia was renouncing 
her claims to an indemnity, as far as military 
expenses were concerned, in return for 
political and commercial privileges in Man- 
churia. Now comes the inspired story in 
the Viedomosti of St. Petersburg that talk 
of a Russian protectorate over Tibet is idle, 
as Tibet “ must remain a no-man’s land”; 
and papers from the north bring down 
the story from Tientsin, via Nagasaki, that 
the Chinese Government is intending to 
concede Newchwang to Russia. Earlier in 
the year stories were circulated as to Russian 
designs on Chinese Turkestan, and there 
was the Russo-Japanese rumour, “on the 
authority of a high official at Viadivostok,” 
of the offer to Japan of Port Arthur and 
Dalny in return .for the withdrawal of 
Japanese opposition to a Russian naval 
station at Masampo. ‘These numerous 
and contradictory stories are probably 
most of them merely the natural pro- 
duet of excited imaginations at a time of 
crisis. Others seem to be of the nature of 
ballons d’essai, originated by Russia herself ; 
in this class is the suggestion about the 
renunciation of Dalny and Purt Arthur, 
‘and perhaps so too is the Masampo tale. 
However originated, the reports certainly 
serve to reveal the various national opinions 
on possible eventualities. Our London 
correspondent quotes a St. Petersburg 
telegram about the disfavour shown in 
France to Russia’s latest proposals about 
the Manchurian question. If the propbsals 
referred to are the renui.ciation of the two 
ports and the waiving of the military 
indemnity,-it is easy ta understand that the 
expansionist party-in France would look on 
them in no friendly manner. ‘Those who 
support M. Doumer’s dreams of an- Indo- 
Chinese empire for France count on Russia 
uniting with France in an aggressive policy 
in China. If Russia’s change of attitude 
were to prove a fact, France would be 


. isolated, and the forward movement would 


receive a blow. How far the ardent 
supporters of this movement go may be 
seen from a passage quoted in another 
column from the Saigon journal, Le Mekong. 
The question as to what amount of truth 
there may be in any of these rumours still 
remains open. Some seem to accept the 
story of Russia’s renunciation as true. Our 
Shanghai morning contemporary, for in- 
stance, writes:—““No doubt Russia has se- 
“cured from Chiua a sufficient quid pro quo 
“for her abandonment of her claim to be 
“indemnified for her military expenses in 
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“China, and for her rendition of Talienwan, | 


“and the;Port Arthur-Manchurian Rail- 
“way; and it will be interesting to learn 
“what the terms of the new convention are. 
“There is very little doubt that Russia is 
“trying to get China to surrender to her 


‘Chinese Turkestan, and this, as some of : 


“the native papers have already pointed 
“out, is very like a menace to our Indian 
“Empire.” The idea underlying such a 
policy on the part of Russia presumably is 
that Manchuria has not turned out su 
desirable a possession as at first appeared 
likely, and the defencibility of the ports of 
Port Arthur and-Dalnoy or Talienwan, in 
event of a collision with Japan, is uncertain. 
| The articles in the Viedomosti are curiously 
“ propos, and their appearance at the present. 
may not be without design. If expansion in 
Manchuria be checked, it cannot however be 
thought that Russian energy in an easterly 
direction will stop. Therefore, it niay be 
argued, Chinese Turkestan offers a desirable 
objective and an advance in that direction 
equally promises one day, though it may be 
in the remote future, to tap the trade of 
Central China. The Russian railway system 
in Middle Asia is developing rapidly, as we 
have recently learnt, and the ground is 
already hroken to a certaiu extent for 
pushing on without loss of time. But it 
cannot be denied that the sudden diversion 
of the main streain of Russian eastward 
enterprise, as suggested above, would he a 
startling change. 


| SHIPPING AT HONGKONG. 


eee 
| (Daily Press, 9th July.) 
Accompanying the Acting Harbour 
Master's report for the vear 1900, published 
in the Government Gazette, is a very interest- 
ing diagram giving the tonnage which 
has entered at Hongkong from 1867 to 1900, 
It is «a truly remarkable record of the 
expansion of trade at this port. Starting 
with the year 1867, when British shipping 
tonnage was between 700,000 and 800,000 
tons, foreign shipping tonnage letween 
400,000 and 500,000, and junk tonnage 
(excluding local trade) between 1,300,000 
and 1,400,000, we arrive at last year with 
British tonnage between 4,500,000 and 
4,600,000, foreign tonnage between 2,400,000 
and 2,500,000, and junk tonnage between 
1,600,000 and 1,7V0,000. Roughly speaking, 
therefore, British shipping tonnage is six 
times what it was twenty-three years ago, 
foreign shipping tonnage between five and 
six times what it was, and jurk tonnage a 
little larger only. Many vicissitudes are 
recorded on this diagram. For instance, in 
the second year, 1868, British and foreign 
figures both dropped by about 100,000 
tons, while junk tonnage rose between 
100,000 and 200,000 tons. Small in- 
creases then followed, but in 1871 foreign 
tonnage just passed British, both being 
between 8v0,000 and 900,000, and the 
two combined went above junk tonnage 
for the first time. Next year British 
tonnage jumped to 1,200,000, while foreign 
tonnage dropped to between 700,000 and 
g00,000. An all-round decline for two 
years followed, after which british tonnage 
began to make great headway, until in 1877 
it passed junk tonnage, never to be caught 
up again, and went over 1,800,000 tons, 
foreign tonnage meanwhile falling as low as 
, 600,000 tons. 1880 suw the Leginning of a 
rapid but steady rise for seven years of 
| British tonnage, which grew in that period 
| from under 1,900,000 to just 3,400,000 tons, 
junk tonnage in the same time reaching 
1,800,000 and foreign tonnage 1,200,000 
tons. Slight fluctuations followed, the 
foreign figures gradually overhauling junk 
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figures. ‘The first plague year, 1894,- hge 
but little effect on the tonnage, for though 
both, foreign and junk tonnage declined 
sliglitly, British on the contrary increased, 
and there was only a small total fall. In 
1896 British tonnage amounted to over 
4,300,000 ; and foreign tonnage to 1,800,000, 
less than 1,000 tons below junk tonnage, 
which next year it overtook. By 1898 
British tonnage, after a year’s depression, 
was over 4,300,000 again, foreign tonnage 
had risen to close on 2,800,000, and junk 
figures were between 1,800,000 and 
1,900,000. In 1899 all three made slight 
increases, foreign shipping the most, while 
, for last year British tonnage gained about 
| 200,000 tons, foreign not quite 100,000, and

The explanation of the fact that foreign 
tonnage increased, while the number of ships 
decreased, is given by the Acting Harbour 
Master in the turning over of a portion of 
the China Merchant's fleet to the British flag, 
coupled with a falling off in vessels under the 
United States, Norwegian, and Japanese 
flags ; while the Germans not only put on 
many steamers of a larger size, but also took 
over bodily the Scottish Orientalline. Thus

| appenrs. The actual percentages of tonnage, 
| ocean-going and river combined, as may be 
‘geen from what we gave of Mr. Tartor’s 
| report yesterday, were: —British 49.7, foreign

THE QUARRY BAY PLAGUE 
HOSPITAL. - 


Sipe ea ey 
(Daily Press, 13th July.) 

We cannot congratulate the Sanitary 
Board on its decision about the very reasonable 
request made by Messrs. BurrerFieLp aud 
Swire in the matter of medical supervision 
of their plague hospital. In fact the posi- 
tion of two of the Official Members of the 
Board was distinctly unreasonable, ‘and 
they absolutely failed to sustain their case, . 
notwithstanding the majority of one by 
which the request of the applicants was — 
negatived. Tet us firat consider the case 
for the applicants. The latter at Quarry 
Bay und beyond, a distance of five miles 
from the centre of the city, employ in 
connection with their industries several thou- 
sunds of native workmen. ‘The whole of 
the community at. Quarry Bay and the 
surrunding villages are practically in the 
employ of this firm. A month ago a large 
number of natives there left the vicinity 
through fear of contracting the disease 
which was prevalent over the colony. Practi- 
cally the work there, dependent on Chinese 
labour, was paraly: in consequence. 
The only thing the Sanitary Board could 
do was to remove the sick and dead, 

. af 
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one cleanse infected premises. ‘Ihe distance 
tom Quarry Bay to Kennedytown Hospital 
is seven miles, and there was little likeli- 
hood that a plague-smitten patient would 
survive such a journey by ambulance. The 
native patient’s chances of recovery were 
reduced to a minimum, and the average 
Chinese workman Was not slow to recognise 
this. The Medical Authorities were utterly 
unable to cope with any severe outbreak of 
plague in this district, inasmuch as even 
now, as we pointed out yesterday, the medical 
staff of the colony is scandalously under- 
manned. To remedy this state of affairs, 
as far ns their many workmen were concern- 
ed, the applicants conceived the idea of 
erecting an isolated hospital on their own 
property for the treatment of natives only, 
which would serve the double purpose of 
keeping their workmen from deserting and 
allow the continuance of their industries, 
and, at the same time, relieve the Medical 
Authorities of n responsibility they had no 
ineans of effectively fMilling. In this we 
take it the applicants did not pose as 
philanthropists ;=they simply tackled the 
problem in a business-like way, naturally 
pointing out the obvious advantages such 
a scheme would have to a medical 
staff that was insufficent to cope with 
one health district, apart from a colony. 
The applicants obtained permission to per- 
fect their scheme, and secured as a medical 
officer a Chinese doctor, who is a duly 
qualified and registered local practitioner, 
and who wasattached to a Government native 
plague hospital in 1894, and for several 
years wus House Eurgeon at the Nethersole 
Hospitul. The Sanitary Board, which has 
arrogated to itself certain but not very 
clearly defined responsibilities in the matter, 
declined to allow /the matter tu proceed 
unless the applicnts provided for daily 
supervision of the hospital by an European 
doctor. The applicants were quite agreeable 
to Government supervision, but naturally 
declined to bear the cost of the same. Thev 


-gubniitted that, having proposed to build a 
’- hospitaland provide a dgctor, any supervision 


to secure{that the hospital was properly run 
should be at least provided by the Board. | 
The hospital would at all times be open to the 
inspection of the Board's officers, who could 
thoroughly satisfy themselves that all 
arrangements fur the general working were 
in accordance with the Board's require- 
ments. Aé the last meeting of the Sanitary 
Board it wus decided by a majority of oné 
not to accede: to the request of the appli- 
cants. That decision wns apparently 
arrived at because Mr. May suid daily 
European medical supervision was necessary. 
This, as stated above, the applicants 
were quite willing to agree to, and were 
ready to welcome supervision by the 
Medical Officer of the Board. They never 
attempted to evadeit and this, in our opinion, 
entitles them to the same treatment which is 
extended to the Chinese hospitn] Mr. May 
‘cited, which is worked with a staff of native 
doctors. We consider it the duty of the 
Sanitary Roard to provide that supervision in 
the form of visitation. Therefore, disiniss- 
ing Mr. May’s objection as being beyond the 
point in dispute, the question resolved itself 


purély and simply into one of medical opposi- © 


tion offered by Dr. Beux. In the gentle 
art of pullic speaking the Acting Colonial 
Surgeon is not an adept ; it is really difficult 
to find in his remurks auy reference to the 
resolution before the meeting. His power of 
declamation is more in evidence than is his _ 
logic, and his righteous professional indig- 
nation naturally prevails over his judgment. 
It is curious how on the Sanitary Bourd the 
utterances of the Official Members are often

where been alleged as the prerogative of the 
Unofficial, but locally it is customary to re- 
verse the order of things. It would indeed 
be interesting to know if rules of debate 
prevail at the Board meetings, for it is not 
easy torecogniseany. Practically, Dr. Bett 
provided no or reatge to the point at issue, 
although his dictum on the scheme generally 
was allowed to influence the majority. Mr. 
OssorneE ably championed the cause of the 
applicants, but his arguments were weak 
indeed compared with the unconscious 
testimony which the Acting Colonial 
Surgeon contributed. Dr. Bett, to 
use his own graphic statement, said: ‘‘ Well 
T am either a liar, or I am _ not. 
I give you absolute facts. Five hundred 
Chinamen wanted to come in (to the Go- 
vernment Civil Hospital) last year and there 
war no roam for them.” Now, no. one will 
accuse the worthy doctor of prevaricating, 
but. he olwiously spoke under excitement, | 
and “ Ev’n ministers that hae been kenn'd | 
in holy rapture, a rousing whid, at times, 
to vend, and nail't wi’ Scripture.” If 
his figures are correct, they prove, first of 
all, that the Government Civil Hospital is 
ridiculously insufficient to meet the demands 
made upon it; and, secondly, assuming 
that to be an actual representation, then they 
prove to the hilt the statement of the 
applicants as to the absolute necessity of 
their providing additional and independent 
hospital accommodation on their own 
rural property. ‘The applicants will no 
doubt gladly welcome Dr. Betx's testimony, 
and on its strength appeal again to 
the Sanitary Board, or perhaps, as a 
wiser course, to the Government direct. 
We are inclined to doubt if under the Public 
Health Act the Sanitary Board bas 
actually power to interfere with such ao 
hospital, prgvding a registerel medical 
practitionerwill testify that the building is 
isolated, well managed, and of uo danger 
t. the native community.

Public servants - 
require their holidays, no doubt, but in so 
important a branch of service ns the medical 
department, it is obviously not safe to allow 
the numbers of the staff to diminish, unless 
it can be shown that this staff-is mcre than 
sufficient to deal witi the work which it is 
called upon to perform. This certainly can 
be said by no one of the present official 
medical staff of Hongkong. 


PLAGUE ON THE « LAOS.” 


(Daily Press, 11th July.) 

The outbreak of plague on the Messageries 
Maritimes steamship Laos is likely to cause 
no small sensation at Marseilles and in 
Kurope generally. The Laos left. this port 
for France on the 3rd June. She arrived at 
her destination at the beginning of this 
week, having on board sixteen. Arab stokers 
suffering from plague. Consequently the 
whole of the three hundred passengers and 
the crew have been quarantined. ‘The local 
agents of the Messageries Company were 
unable to sny whether these Arab stokera 
were on the Laos when she left Hongkong 
or whether they were taken on when the 
vessel reached tlie Suez Canal. Plague exists 
in Egypt at the present time, but the short- 
ness of the run between the Canal and - 
Marseilles does not give much time for the 
disease to have developed. On the other 
hand we have heard nothing of any plague 
cases on the earlier part of the Laos’s 
journey. There is, of. course, the third 
possibility that the men were shipped nt 
some intermediate place. The guilt of 
Hongkong in the matter is at present open 
to question, and we trust that it: will be 
disproved. The only consolation, in event . 
of our responsibility being unfortunately 
shown, would be the powerful reminder 
which the home authorities would be given 
of the evil state of sanitury affairs in this 
colony.

’ FURTHER REPORT BY THE SANITARY 

; IMPROVEMENTS COMMITTEE. 

The following further recommendations of 
the Sanitary Improvements Committee, in 
continuafion of their reports of February Ist and 
April 19th on the improvement of the sanitary 
condition of the colony, were submitted :— 

1. Thatthe Government be advised to enact: 

“That ‘every domestic building hereafter 
erected of a greater depth than 40 feet (as 
measured in accordance with sub-sectiun E of 
section 56 of the Public Health Ordinance of 
1901), shall be provided by the owner with a 
glazed skylight in the roof, of a total area of 
not less than 1-25th of the total floor area of 
such domestic building, and every upper floor 
shall be provided with a well-hole, corresponding, 
in position and area, to such skylight. 

“ Provided that no such provision shall be 
required in the case of domestic buildings which 
are, in the opinion of the Sanitary Board, 
adequately lit by means of windows opening 
into a side street or other open space of a width 
of not less than 15 feet, in addition to being lit 
from the front.” : 

2. That with a view to the improvement 
in the condition of the storm-drains, provision 
should be made for a sewor inlet adjacent to 
every storm-drain inlet so that all foul waters 
finding their way into the side-channels may 
enter the sewer, instead of, as frequently hap- 
pens at present, entering the storm-drain, 
which latter should only receive storm-water. 
The Committee understand that this is on 
essential element in the success of the separate 
system of drainage. 

3. That additional flushing tanks should be 
provided for the sewers of the City of Victoria. 

4. That with a view to the exclusion of rats 
from the dwelling-houses arid the exclusion of 
garbage from the sewers and storm-drains, the 
gratings to the storm and sewer-gullies should 
be furnished with as small iaterspaces as 
possible. 

5. That ceilings and lath-and-plaster walls 
should be prohibited in all tenement buildings 
in the City of Victoria below tle level of Caine 
Road, and in Kowloon. 

6. That the nuisance caused by the hawking 
of fiah, vegetable, und other perishable articles 
of food should be remedied as far a possible by 
the prouace of concreted open spaces to whic 
ro ing should be strictly confined. Tho 

ommittes suggest that a part at least of the 
temporary market which is to be erected on the 
south side of the proposed new Harbour Office, 
be devoted to this purpose, and also that the 
vacant forwshore immediately to tho west of the 
Public Works’ store on Praya East be levelled 
and concreted, and used for a similar purpose. 
Also that a level site be set apart for the haw 
kers in Taipingshan, and another in Yaumati.

The reason, he saii, 
was that a very large increase of the population 
was going to take place down Hast. When 
tha Wanchai reclamation was carried out, as it __ 
was bound to be, the cemetery would have to 
go, so that it. was really only making its 
removal more difficult to continue to. bury 
bodies there. Again, it was not the place for a 
cemetery, as it was much foo close and was 
sitnated on a flat piece of ground. Stéps 
should be taken to ciose the cemetery, and to 
find another. - 

Mr. Fune Wa CavEN did not think there 
was any immediate necessity for closing the 
cemetery, to do which would have no practical 
effect whatever. There were very many graves 
in the cemetery. graves that had cost a lot of 
money to build, and their being allowed to 
remain would not interfere with the ‘future 
prosperity of the coloriy. 

Mr. OssorNeE—I movo that the Government 
be recommended not to allow any further 
interments to take place there. ee 

Dr. BELL agreed with the views expressed by 
Mr. May. In ssven years hence the reclama- 
tion would be made, when the graveyard would 
have to be removed. If it were closed now, the 
cemetery would be ready to be built upon at the 
end of the seven years, but if bodies: were 
interred right up to the last moment, the reola- 
mation work would be indefinitely postponed.

If the premises so visited or any part 
thereof shall bs found in a dirty or insanitary 
condition in the opinion of any such officer, he 
shall report the same to the Medical Officer of 
Health or to any such other officer as may be 
appointed for that purpose by the Board, with 
the approval of the Governor, who shall juspect 
such premises, and if he considers them or any 
part thereof to be in a dirty or insanitary 
condition be may forthwith take steps to have 
the said premises thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected by persons acting under his 
instructions, and may, if he think fit, have all 
furniture and goods removed therefrom 
during such cleansing and disinfection; and 
whenever in his opinion it is necessary for 
the thorough cleansing and disinfection of 
such premises to do any or all of the follow- 
ing acts, namely, to take down, remove from 
the premises or destroy any mezzanine floor, 
cockloft, partition, screen or other similar 
atructure or fitting, or any portion thereof, or 
when in his opinion any mezzanine floor, cock- 
loft, partition, screen or other similar struc- 
ture or fitting prevents the free accas: of light 
and air to the said premises, he shall forth with 
have the same taken down, and if he considers 
the removal from the premises or the destruo- 
tion thereof, or both, necessary in the interests 
of the public health. he shall forthwith cause 
the same to be removed from the premises or 
destroyed, or both. Such destruction shall be 
carried ont with such precautions and in such 
manner*and in such placs as the Board may 
from time to time direct. 

For the purposes of this bye-law any officer 
of the Board may enter any premises without 
notice between the hours of 5 a.m. and 6 a.m. 

9, Any officer of the Board or any police 
officer may prevent the removal (except under 
the directions of the officer in charge of the 
cleansirg and disinfection) of any furniture, 
clothing, bedding or other household goods to 
or from any premises within any district which 
has been declared by the Board,under Bye-law 
8 to be infected, unless the person so removing 
them has obtained, and produces to such officer, 
a permit in writing from the Medical Officer of 
Health, or any Assistant Medical Officer of 
Health, authorising such removal. 

The Medical Officer of Health, or any Assist- 
ant Medica! Officer of Health may, as a condition 
of granting any such permit, require the articles 
in respect of which the permit is applied for, to 
be first cleansed and disinfected to his satisfaction. 

Any person removing apy such article to or 
from any premises within any district so 
declared to be infected as aforesaid, without such 
directions or permit as aforesaid, shall be deemed 
to be guilty of a breach of this Bye-law. 

Prevention of epidemic or. ~contagious 
disease.—1. The Board may at any time with 
a view to the prevention of epidemic,.endemic 
or contagious disease (even when any such 
disease is not existent in the colony) direct any 
officer of the Board to make a house-to-house 
visitation within such limits as may be defined 
by the Board, and any officer so directed may, 
with such assistance as may be necessary, cleanse 
and disinfect any premises within such limits, 
under the directions of the Medical Officer of 
Health, or of any Assistant Medical Officer of 
Health, and during such cleansing and disin- 
fection may. if he thinks fit, have all furniture 
and goods removed from such premises.

INFANT MORTALITY. 

Further correspondence was laid on the table 
relative to the infant mortality in the colony. 
This included a report drawn up by Chief 
Detective Inspector J. H. Hanson. 

Dr. CuakKk said it appeared that the births 

of Chinese infants were not registered for 
forty-two days, or six weeks. A registration 
fee of one dollar was then charged, and this, it was 
believed, deterred Chinese parents from regis- 
tering a virth, according at least to the report 
before them. Some good might be done by 
extending the period of registration to three 
months, instead of six weeks, because, even if 
a child lived for six weeks, parents were not 
willing to pay a dollar for registering the birth 
when it was possible that the child might very 
goon afterwards die. At the end of three months, 
if a birth remain unregistered, the parents 
might be prosecuted. 

Mr. OspornE—I recommend that the Go- 
vernment abolish the dollar fee. 

Dr. BELL—Altogether ? 

Mr. OsBpoRNE—Yes; why does the Govern- 
ment want to make money out of a birth ? 

Mr. May—It isn’t a question of making 
money ;it is to hurry people up and make them 
register within the six weeks. If you don't 
charge the dollar you will find that you are no 
better off than boee, 

Dr. Beti—If you abolish the dollar fee and 
make the limit for registration three months, 
you will then have some justification for putting 
people in gaol if they don’t register. J think 
the fee ought to be abolished altogether. I 
don’t know that we get any more registration 
on account of it. 

Mr. May—I move as an amendment that the

Dr. CLARK explained that one effect of the 
bye-laws was to provide for the disinfection of 
premises before an epidemic of plague. There 
must be some means by which infection was 
retained for a year or 80, and therefore, if 
during non-epidemic times they were to go 
over the whole city, district by district, 
and thoroughly disinfect the houses, thére was 
a possibility of preventing an outbreak of 
plague in the following spring. They: all 
knew, for instance, that plague would break out 
this year in No. 9 Health District. and it did, 
and was there, too, for two-and-a-half months 
before it spread to the other parts of the city. 
The Board had no power in the matter, and 
they had to wait till plague was epidemic before 
they could do anything. If power were given 
the Board before an outbreak to go over every 
district and thoroughly disinfevt the honses, 
there was a chance, Dr. Clark repeated, of 
preventing an outbreak of plague. It could 
be done gradually and slowly. 

Mr. BREWIN—Oh no, you cannot be too long 
over it, you know. You must burry up. 

Dr. CLankK—Well, we could do sixty houses 
a day. 

Dr. Bett—The only way to stop plague is 
at the beginning of an epidemic. However, I 
wish to move that the Board go into committee 
on the bye-laws.

The Secretary read a minute by Mr. May 
pointing ont that two Chinese cemeteries exist 
at Kowloon City and Sham Shui Po, both of 
which had for many years been used by the 
natives in the vicinity. Doubtless, prior to the 
extension of the colony, and even since it had 
taken place, many plague corpses had beon 
buried in these cemeteries, which should now be 
vither closed or declared to by cemeteries under 
Section 39 of Ordinance 13 of 19V1. In the 
latter caso carotukers shou'd ba apppuinted to 
look after them and to keep tally of the burials, 

Dr. Clark minuted—I think it will be 
advisable to appoint a small committee to 
considor the subject and formulats recommenda- 
tions to Government.” 

The suggestion contained in Dr. CLarK's 
minute was agreed to. 

PROPORED PUBLIC MORTUARY AT KOWLOON. 

Correspondence was laid on the table relative 
to the erection of a-public mortuary in Kowloon, 
as recommended by the Board at a mecting held 
on Jane 13th. 

Dr. Boll's idea is a building similar 
to the Government mortuary, with plenty 
of ventilation and water laid on. Out- 
side, a small office for the medical officer 
and a house for the caretaker with kitchen 
attached, the whole to be surrounded by a high 
wall. The best place for the mortuary, in Dr. 
Ball's opinion, would be at Yaumati, tho 
locality where most of the bodies have come 
from during the last eighteen months. 

The President minuted that a drawing and 
estimate would be prepared as soon as possible. 
BEPOKT ON THE DISINFECTION OF NO. 5 
HEALTH DISTRICT. 

The report of Mr. F. Browne, Government 
Analyst, ou the disinfection and cleansing of No. 
§ Health District, of the operations connected 
with which he was in charge, was laid on the 
table. 

The report showed that the work was 
commenced on Friday, 2lst June, and was 
completed on the following day. Fourteen 

‘parties were engaged, each party consisting 
of an European, a Chinese constable, a car- 
penter, and six coolies. The occupants of the 


* houses having been previously notified, the 


work yas‘rendered much lighter, as no time 
was lost in explanation. Mr. Browne's im- 
pression of the attitude of the Chinese towards 
the disinfection was that they were very 
glad that Europeans were endeavouring to 
kill the plague by fumigating their houses 
with suffocating chlorine—a disinfectant in

houses disinfected, only 17 floors were found

this work, and also to Mr. Bryan for the very 
efficient way in which he assisted Mr. Browne. 

Mr OsBorN«e seconded, and the proposal 
was unanimously agreed to. 

THE “TELEGRAPH” AND NO. 5 HEALTH 

DISTRICT. 

Correspondence was submitted relative to the 
cleanxiug of houses in No. 5 Health District. 

On June 24th an article describing the 
process of disinfection of this district appeared 
in the //ongkoug Telegraph over the signature 
of “ Gilah,” and was sent by the Government 
to Dr. Clark. 

The Medical Officer of Health passed on the 
extract to Mr. F. Browno, Government Analyst, 
and yuericd—"Is not this a somewhat 
exaggerated account of the work done?” 

Mr. Browne's reply was to the effect that he 
did not recognise No. 5 Health District from 
the description given, and that in most particu- 
lars the .account was greatly exaggerated. 
Speaking: generally, the houses, lanes. and 
drains were as clean and in as good order us 
un inspector could reasonably be expected to 
keep them. Only a yearly compulsory cleans- 
ing such as that completed in No. 5 Health 
District, in Mr. Browne's opinion, was of any 
real value in teaching the Chinese how to keep 
their premises clean. 

Mr. May minuted—“1 spent two hours in 
the houses in the district at the commencement 
of the operations. I saw some rubbish—old 
baskets, empty tins, disused paper, etc., such as 
no doubt would be present in any Europeon 
house or offica in the colony—but nothing that 
could be described as filth. 

The Presipent—I think it ix somewhat 
regrettable to put in the newspapers such 
unfounded statements. From the statement 
of Mr, Browne and that of the Vice-President, 
it is clearly show: that. the article in the 
Telegraph is of a very exaggerated description. 

Referring to the matter of the cleansing of 
the houses, Mr. Brewin thought that once 
every six months was sufficient, provided it 
were done properly. The rule requiring the 

cleansing to be made every month was scarcely 
ever heeded, because of ifs frequency. 

Dr. CLARK moved that the Board invite the 
assistance of the Registrar-General in issuing 
notices to householders to the effect that the 

cl ansing of houses should be done by tenants 
and the disinfection by owners. 

Mr. May seconded, and the proposal was 
agreed to. : 

PUBLIC WATER SUPPLIES. 

A report of the analysis of the pablic water 
supplies was laid on the table. 

EXAMINATION UNDER FOOD AND DRUGS 

ORDINANCE. 

Mr. F. Browne, Government Analyst's 
report on the resnits.of the examination made 
under the Sale of and Food Drngs Ordinance was 
laid on the table. The report showed that six 
samples of whisky, six of brandy, eight of beer, 
two of bread, six of milk, one of coffee, and two 
of tea had been tested. With the exception of 
two samples of milk, which were shown to be 
adulterated, all were found to be genuine. The 
eight samples of beer were free from arsenic. 

APPLICATION FOR KRECTION OF URINALS. 

An application was read for the ereetion 
of urinals on the ground and first and second 
floors of the Western Hotel. 
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The recommendation was circulated amongst 
the members, and Mr. Osborne minuted—“ To 
do the thing effectively, { should think you 
ought to have about fifty rat-catchers.” 

Dr. Clark minnted in reply—‘I think we 
ought to see first how the scheme will work, 
and then, if desirab!e, increase the number of 
men omployed.” 

Dr, CLARK pointed out that during epidemics 
of plague there was uo difficulty in getting rate. 
During the recent epidemic they were catching 
between two and three thousand a week. 

Mr. Brewin—How aro you going to catch 
them ? e 

Dr. CLarK—By traps. The Chinese can 
catch them with their hands, though. : 

The PkestpENT—This is simply a matter of 
experiment in the right direction. As far as 
our opinion goes, I think the proposal is a 
very good one, and I move that it be sent for- 
ward to the Government. 

Dr. Batt seconded, and the motion was 
carried, : 
NUISANCES CAUSED BY WATER BUFFALOES, 

On the Ist inst., Col. A. W. Collard, Doputy 
Assistant Adjutant General in China and 
Hougkong, addressed the Government on the 
niatter of the reported grazing of water buffaloes 
over various parts of the Kowloon military 
camp and rifle-ranges, causing the ground to 
become foul and insanitary. Col. Collard 
asked that such action be taken as would miti- 
gate the nuisance complained of. 

Thé letter wus remitted to Dr. Clark, who 
minuted:—“ The Sanitary Board have power 
to prohibit grazing by an order in writing. 
They might make an order prohibiting grasing 
in the Kowloon military camp and rifle-ranges, 
but I should have thought that the sentries 
could have warued off the men in charge of the 
animals.” 

Mr. May—I think that if the military 
authorities want to keep the buffaloes away 
they should post sentries. I beg to move 
accordingly. 

Dr. BELL—It isn’t our business, 

The PRESIDENT seconded the proposal, which 
Was unanimously agreed to. 

PLANS FOR MARKETS. 

Plans were laid on the table showing the 
proposed addition to the Wanchai Market and 
the two temporary markets, one opposite the 
Sailor's Home and the other adjoining the new 
Harbour Office site. ir. 

PLAGUE-CONDSMNED HOUSES. 

There was laid on the table a recommendation 
by Dr. Clark relative to the withdrawal of the 
orders cloging Nos. 15, 17, and 19, Peel Street, 
and No. 63, Wellington Street. 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT, seconded by 
Drr BELL, it was agreed to withdraw tbe orders. 

THE FLUSHING OF THE SEWERS WITH

The total import trade of the port for 1900 
amounts to 23,205 vessels of 8,626,614 tons 
carrying 6,342,188 tona of cargo of which 
4,198,389 tons were discharged at Hongkong, 
This does nat include tonnage, number of ca rgo 
of local trade jonks. . . . 

Similarly, the export trade for 1900 was 

represented by 23,160 vessels of 8,690.4! 9 tons 
carrying 2,836,905 tons of cargo, and shipping 
489,456 tons of bunker coal. Comparing this 
with 1899, we find that the import trade has 
increased, the increase being general among 
all the classes. The transit cargo has also 
increased in classes I and III but in class ITa 
falling off of 97,550 tons is shown. In exports, 
although the tonnage cleared has increased by 
57,282 tons, yet the number of versels is less by 
4,812 and the export cargo has diminished by 
77,392 tons. During the year 10,940 vessels

THE SANITATION OF HONGKONG, 
——_—_~»>—___ 

Our Portuguese local contemporary O Porvir 

in its issue of the 6th inst. has some comments 
on the Petition now going home to the Secretary 
of State for the \ olouies. We roughly translate 
;& few sentences : — 
| A circular was sent round on Monday last 
ito the inhabitants of this Colony for their 
signatures, containing a petition to the Sccre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, written in a 
very moderate and careful tone, requesting 
that an independent enquiry be made into the 
sanitary condition of Hongkong and the mea- 
sures to be adopted for the improvement of the 
present sifuation. The said document speaks 
very clearly on the situation without attaching 
direct blame to the local Government, pointing 
out that the evils were predicted long ago, and 
soliciting from the home Government a remedy 
for them. It contains valuable extracts from 
the local medical authorities, and from the 
special Sanitary Committee appointed in 1¢82 
which made important recommendations on the 
then urgent need for better sanitation of this 
colony, adding that unless such measures were 
adopted their necessity would hereafter be 
proved by a severe epidemic which an- 
fortunately has proved true. The epidemic 
came in such a dreadful way that one cannot 
easily forget it; it has since thence been 
intermittent and its visits are of the worst 
character. Ifthe proret measures, so frequently 
recommended by the competent authorities, had 
been promptly adopted, great benefits would 
have followed for the public in general ; but for 
reasons on which we ourselves abstain from 
making any criticism, and would rather leave 
it to our English local contemporaries, no ‘due 
attention was paid to such wise advice nor were 
any energetic steps takev. Hence the evil has 
spread to such an alarming extent that it is 
found very difficult and expensive to cope with 
it. The Hongkong Daily Press says in the last 
paragraph of its leading article of 2ud inst. :-— 
“This Petition deserves the support of the whole 
public of this Colony.” We are in perfect 
aecord with our contemporary.

THE AFFRAY AT TIENTSIN.

COREESPONDERCKs BETWEEN COMMANDING 
OFFICERS, ; 


L'Echo de Chine publishés some interesting 
correspondence which hss passed between. 
General Campbell (in charge of the British 


tropps at Tientsin) and t e’Frenth officer - 
General Voyron, anent the recent sarious 
enconnter between French and German soldiers 
and British police guards and Ja: ahese soldiers 
at Tientsin. The affair occurred on 2nd June, 
and three I'rench soldiers were killed, while four 
other French and three Germans were Wounded. — 
We quote parts of the correspondence :— 

On 3rd June, General Cam bell writes in the 
following terms to General Voyron :—“T have, 
the honour to inform you ‘that it is reported to | 
me that last night a serious attack was made 
on the soldiers of the English service police 
within the bounds of the British concession 
a large number of French troops, who attacked 
them with sabres, bayonets, and stones. Tlie 
police, inferior in numbers, were compelled to 
retire, and the event was that, stirrounded by 
the crowd, they were forced to resort to their 
bayonets and their rifle-fire to secure their 
personal safety, and the attack did not relax 
until the moment when the police had- found 
refuge in an all ey, whence, with the assistance 
of the German police, they kept back their 
assailants until the latter were dispersed by 
the arrival of British and German pickets, who 
cleared the street. : 

“I believe several French ‘soldiers were 
wounded in the fight, as also Germans and 
Japanese, whilst four of our men received 
injuries more or less serious. . . 

“The recurrence of incidents of this kind 
after order had been established for a very 
long time is very regrettable, and I desire the 
favour of your assistance in taking the strictest 
measures to prevent their requrrence. 

“For the moment, until the court of enquiry | 
has clearly elucidated the matter, and until t 
am able to consult with yon as to measures for 
the maintenance of order, I shall ask you to be 
good enough to dissaade, to what extent it is 
Possible, your men from coming into the 
British concession, so ag to avoid the possibility 
of the bad effects from last night's incident, 
creating new (rouble. 

“I aak you also to be good enough to give 

our men the strictest orders with a view to 
having the orders of the British police in the 
British concession executed without delay or 
murmur. Otherwise, as the actual event clearly 
shows, the maintenance of order becomes im- 
possible.” 

In a letter of the same date as the above, in 
reply to observations made by General Voyron 
on the strictness of the orders given to the 
English police, General Camphell adds: — 
“In conclusion I should like you clearly to 
understand this: that so far from its being my 
desire {fo take measures which might constitute 
hindrances to the free access of all nationalitiés 
to the British concession, my aim has always 
been to remove as much as possible all the ob- 
stacles which exist. To that end, rather than 
make use of any police from the British forces 
to come into contact with the soldiers of other 
armies, I have addressed myself to the command. 
ing officers of the German aad French troops 


desiring that men uf their forces may co- 
operate with my own police.” ; 
In a letter of 4th June, General Campbell 


intimates to General Voyron that he is to ask 
the Provisional Government Council to cancel 
the instructions issued to the police of the 
British section and have them replaced by more 
moderate orders. 
Then on 8th June General Voyron writes to 
General Campbell intimating the result of, an 
inquiry into the circumstances{ of the affray.

. “This was the signal for general disorder ; 
the men who, till then, had been content with 
shouting, became more aggressive, and the 
French and other foreign troops who filled the 
bars came out ina body on the report of the 
rifle, and, as always happens in a crowd, the 
most. excited were those who were ignorant 
of what had passed.” 

Thence General Voyron describes the affair 
much as it has already been described. He 
concludes that if the British soldiers }..d a 
certain amount of pfovocation they also used 
their arms too quickly. Their lives were not 
in danger, and the aggressors had no fire-arms 
and they failed to warn the crowd when they 
were abont to fire. 


FILIPINOS AND THE NEW 
GOVERNMENT.

THE COMMISSION AND ITS WORK. 

_ While the conclusion is beyond dispute that 
the Filipinos are not fit for self-government, 
the visit of the Civil Commission among the 
islands seems to justify confidence that the 
government with which they are to be tr usted 
will be creditably managed. Racial instinct is 
perhaps at variance with democratic aime. and 
example and early training have been ulong 
lines to turn that instinct to corrupt account. 
Mass ignorance was always regarded as 
serviceable only for evil design, or as an o! ject 
for imposition. Since alliance of church and 
state held so close, moreover, that one always 
stood for the other in the repressive policy which 
at last went beyond endurance, government 
under the new sovereignty must be guarded by 
checks, however liberal its tendencies. The 
immediate hope for such government. so far as 
it will come under native control, lies in a bappy 
union of self-esteem and worthy ambition. 
‘The trip of the Commission has left no room to 
doubt that civic pride actuates in a high degree 
those who are to attend the present experiment 
through its first stages. They feel the import- 
ance of standing well in the world’s regard, aod 
they recognise this oppertunity as one in which 
they may show their quality. Allowance for the 
love of the people for the gay trappings of fiestas 
may explain the liberal adornment of arches 
spanning ‘the streets, the decoration that have 
brightened nearly every house, the festoons of 
green set hedge-like along the roadways, and the 
wealth of bunting, dominated always by the 
national colours.’ with has suibowenad: the plaza 
stands, garlanded the rooms for. meeting and 
and entertainment and streamed from innumer- 
able porches; but there has shone clearly 
beneath it all evidences of sober and most 
earnest interest in the Commission's round of 
the provincial capitals.

It is true that the delegates constituted what 
may be called the patrician element of the | 
islands. This divergence from the uccredited 
composition of meetings at home at which plans 
for government are laid, seems {o have excited 
fears that the Commiaaion might be encounter- 
ing a class with selfish designs on power, and 
not reaching the sense of the people. If 
criticism of this kind has force, it must 
apply to a plan of government capable of 
easy puncture, for the intelligence of the 
ordinary native reaches its height in estimatin g 
the chances of his own gamecock against those 
of other visitors to the same pit. He is not 
qualified to vote, either by property or educa- 
tional possessions, and he cares lit le about 
government, except as a means of enabling him 
peacefully to pursue his way. 

The delegates represented in large measure 
those upon whom the qualifying law confers 
the suffrage. If their designs can override the 
safeguards which the Commission has provided 
against official corruption or misbehavior, this 
discovery will simply serve notice of time for 
amendments. Until the check system upon a 
supposed tendency to use public office for 
private gain shall prove defective, signs that 
the intelligence of the islands leads interest in 
public affairs would seem gratifying rather 
than otherwise. Suffrage will spread with the 
work of the schools. Meanwhile and thereafter 
there will be quite as good means as are pro- 
vided elsewhere for bringing to account officials 
prone to indulgences not peculiar to these 
islands, and the naturally close observation of 
the conduct of American affairs may give 
public servants there golden opportunity to 
luspire examples go elevating as to overcome

THE NEW &UFFRAGE. 

Whatever trouble may be borrowed because 
of perverted notions of the uses of government, 
it would seem that anxiety should pertsin to 
future rather than to present administration. 
The new government is to be so different from 
anything of the past, and this difference is likely 
to be so marked in practical operation, as to 
incite to good behaviour its beneficiaries.

This inv involved incessant work ‘and 
long hours, so long, indeed, as to Provoke the 
facetious comment that the Commissioners and 
their clerks often stayed so late ut night that 
on the way home they met. themselves coming 
to their offices in the morning. Tho’ early 
assignment by which lines of inquiry were 
specialised seem to have repaid the individual 
labour thus imposed on the Commissioners, and 
to have served dlso two important ends. They 
enabled the Commission ‘as a body to define 
general policy of action, and they prepared 
intelligent opinion to accept as sincere the 
purposes of the United States to establish 
government for the islands as wholesome as 
that maintained at home. Whatever differences 
developed in regard to subjeots of in uiry, no 
ground for complaint was left that the ‘ommis- 
sion denied any interest a fnll hearing. 
THE QUESTION OF THE FRIARS. 

Investigation into the abuses charged against 
the friars, for instance, began by taking all the 
testimony that the various orders could offer. 
The church authoritics made the strongest 
case possible, The Archbishop, the. bishops of 
the several dioceses, the provincials of all 
the orders and prominent clergy preseated 
their case in great detail. Tho enquiry lasted 
froni July until November, with hearings two 
and three times weekly. More than half. the 
time was given to testimony from the church 
side. If the church authorities could not agree 
with the findings that the rule of the friars 
was largely responsible for the revolt against 
Spain, they could not deny that the testimony 
that way was certainly strong. The judgment 
of the Commission has now been confirmed by 
the vigorous and practically unanimous protest 
of delegates at evary meeting among the islands, 
at which the possible return of the friars to the 
parishes was mentioned. 

OTHER QUESTIONS. 

The case of the San Jose College, involvin 
the right of one of the orders to hold an 
Manage property by virtue of possession, 
occupied the Commission from July until 
January, when trustees were appointed. to 
carry the case through court proceedings, the 
possession of the friars meanwhile not being 
disturbed.

Hongkong is a house divided against itself. 
But this is o contingency o.sit -avoidable. Let 
the promoters of the orginal Petition set to 
work, as surely they must have done ere 
this, to collect materials, gather facts and 
compile figures and atatisties. More than that, 
they must secure getitlemen of standing and 
experience to give evidence before the propose 
commission, and that evidence must not be of a 
superficial nature and assailable character, but 
it must at once be soundly irrofatable and 
unimpeachable and one to bring ‘ conviction 
home to the Authorities at home, That 
will be a very effective means of silencing 
opposition of any sort and proceeding from 
any quarter whatever. The next question to 
decide would be—who should be such chosen 
witnesses? All disinterested people will unite 
in answering— the resigned unofticial members 
of what is known as the Sanitary Board, but - 
which would be more appropriately described 
as the Nonentity Bourd, so far as usefulness ix 
concerned, though it cannot be denied that it has 
on it one men, both official and non-official.

The following is the nineteenth annual report 
of tho board of directors of the Indo-China 
Steam Navigation Company, Limited, presented 
to the shareholders at the twentieth ordinary 
general meeting, held at the London offices 
of the company, on Thursday, the 13th 
June :— ne 

The startling events that have taken place 
in Northern China during that year have not 
had the disastrous effect on the shipping trade 
which might have been looked for. Itis true 
that the customary business with Chefoo, 
Tientsin and Newchwang has been seriously 
interfered with, but this loss has been com- 
pensated by the necessities of the fleets and 
armies, and by the extent of trade in the 
Southern Provinces. Competition by forei 
shipowners for the_coasting and river traffic is, 
however, even more keen than before. 

In these circunjstances it is satisfuctory that 
the working account shows so large a surplus, 
which enables the Board to recommend aa 
increased dividend. The disposable balance 
amounts to £63,336. 7g. 8d., which the directors 
propose should be appropriated to the payment 
of a dividend of 6 per cent., making with the 
interim divident paid in November last 10 per 
cent. for the year, together with a bonus of 4 
per cent. free of income tax. This will leave an 
amount of £13,747. 7s. Sd. to be carried for- 
ward. 

The directors have thought it expedient to 
Open a “General Reserve Fund,” which is 
credited with £70,000 from accumulated profits, 
This will serve to continue their policy of meet- 
ing the requirements of trade with the newest 
class of vessels, as well as for renewal of boilerg 
and other current requirements. . 

The rate of exchange for the adjustment of 
accounts has been continued at ls, lid. per 
dollar, and owing to remittances having been 
made at more advantageous rates, a surplus hos - 
been derived from this source which is added to 
Exchange Reserve Account, increasing it to 
£11,699, Is. 8d. ° 

The claims on underwriting account have 
been uoimportant, no total loss having been 
sustained during the year, and the balanco at 
credit now amounts to £206,101. Is. 6d. 

In addition to the river steamer Fuh Wo 
noticed in last report, two small steamers from 
the West River with their attendant barges, in 
which this Company was interested, ‘have been - 
sold during the year, the proceeds fully covering 
the figures at which they stood in-our books, 

The steamer Lai Sang mentioned as build- 
ing in last report has been despatched: to - 
Shanghai, where she arrived on the 2nd instant, . 
and she will immediately take her place on the 
Caloutta line. A second steamer for the same 
trade is now in hand at Giasgow, -also two 
improved coasters of about 2,500: tons‘ register,

The steamer building at Shanghai for the 
Ichang trade is now approaching completion. 

Two new and more suitable steamers for the 
West River passenger and cargo trade have 
been delivered. The trade here has made a 
little progress, but is not likely to give any 
very satisfactory results until a completo and 
liberal revision of {ie regulations for naviga- 
ting the internal waters of China has been 
obtained from the Chinese Government. and 
until they show some interest in making their 
rivers navigable. 

We have to lament the loss of our colleague, 
Mr. Thomas Reid, who died in July last, 
having served the company as director since 
ite commencement. In his place Mr. Edward 
F, Alford, late of Shanghai, has been appointed 
by the Board, which requires confirmation by the 
shareholders.

Concerning the Créfeld-Peleus collision, the 
N.-C. Daily News says:—All parties concerned 
being very reticent about this matter, we have 
not been able to obtain very much information 
about the collision.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The outbreak of fresh missionary troubles in 
Quelpart is denied. Latest, news via Japan 
indicates that allis quiet. 

Beri-beri is said to be taking a firm hold in 
Bangkok, a large number of soldiers in parti- 
cular suffering from the complaint. 

In the interval between his two concerts at 
the Gordon Hall, Tientsin, on the 19th and 
29th ult., Mr. Alec Marsh went on to Peking 
and greatly delighted a very good audience. 

he number of cases of plague reported in 
Formosa during the week ending the 20th ult. 
amounted to 307, and the deaths to 269. The 
total number of cases since the first case was 
reported in Formosa amounts to 3,629, and the 
deaths to 2,756. 

The foreign tax defaulters in Yokohama are 
reported to have responded to the final cill 
issued by the local Mayor with the exception 
of Messrs. Martin & Co., who are said to 
refuse to comply with the call-on the ground 
that such taxation is an infringement of the 
treaty. 

It is reported from the North that a Russian 
expedition, including a battery of artillery, ison 
its way beyond Haichéng, about 60 miles north- 
east of Newchwang, where a number of brigands 
have collected. ‘they have been driven into the 
neighbourhood of Haichéng by the troops from 
the North. 

A large and very ancient tomb has been dis- 
covered iu Shantung, with pictures on the 
walls, and iron entrance gates, but Chinese 
feeling prevents any investigation being made 
into it, and Yuan Shikai has merely closed it 
up and put a stone tablet marked “ Ancient 
Tomb” on it. 

The troubles in North Chiaa have, it is said, 
been the means of introducing Japanese manu- 
factures to the attention of the Chinese, 
presumably by the Japanese soldier engaging 
in the réle of commerc’al traveller. Japanese 
cigarettes, to mention only one article, are now 
said to very popular among the Chinese. 

The Japanese authorities are evidently 
determined to take all precautions against the 
introduction of plague. .That part of the 
premises belonging to the Medical College of 
the Imperial University in which the pest- 
infected rats were found, was burned down on 
the 27th ult. asa precautionary measure against 
the outbreak of the disease in Tukyo. 

The inaugural meeting of the shareholders 
in the Seoul-Fusan Railway Company was 
held in Tokyo on the 26th ult., those present 
representing 66,542 shares. Baron Shibusawa, 
the Chairman of the Promotion Committee, 
reported on the work done by the Committee 
since the formation of ¢he Company. The 
meeting then approved the appropriation, for 
the promotion expunses, of 48,620 yan, of which 
9,600 yen is to be paid to the promoters. 

‘The Mercury of the 4th inst. says :— We have 
been favoured with further particulars of the 
extraordinary arrest by Russiaus of a British 
officer travelling in Manchuria on- the al- 
legation that he was a spy. It appears that 
Lieutenant-Colonel Powell, one of General

Catholic Church. The deceased priost came 
out to Hongkong from Italy so long ago as 
1865, and after an almost continucus residence 
here was compelled two years ago, through 
failing health, to return home. Latterly, disease 
of the liver developed, and though at firat hopa 
was entertained that the patient would recover. 
he suffered a relapse and slowly sank, ia 
as has been stated, on the 6th inst. Whilst in 
Hongkong, Father Vigano occupied the position 
of military chaplain to Roman Catholics—an 
office that occupied almost his entire time. 
Though his duties in this connection were 
not light, he yet found time to couple with 
them those of Director of the Roman Catholic 
Reformatory at West Point, ac appointment 
he held for about five years. Both of these 
offices he filled with much success, and his good 
work was recognised and appreciated by all, 
especially. by the English community, who saw 
in Father Vigano a man worthy of the highest 
es'eem. The deceased held two docorations— 
one from the Italian Government and one from 
the French Government. That from the Italian 
Government wasearned through valuableservices 
rendered in connection with a geographical ex- 
pedition, and also through again serving the 
nation in embalming and sending home the body *, 
of a distinguished Italian statesman and member 
of the Royal Family of Italy, who was tourin 
in the Far East, and who was taken ill and | 
died here. The decoration from the French 
Government was that of the Legion of Honour. » 
Previous to becoming a priest, Father Vigano 
was an officer in the Italian army. On the 
Sth inst. a special funeral service, conducted 
by the Right Rev. Bishop Piazzoli, was held | 
in 8t. Francis’s Church, and another was held 
at half-past seven on the 9th inst.in the Roman 
Catholio Cathedral, at; which his Lordship will — 
also officiate. - rr ae

The German transport Palatia arrived- at 
-Singapore from Taku on the 4th inst. with the 
~eoffin ‘containing the remains of the late Baron 
von Ketteler, and 39 officers, 37 petty-officers 
‘and 1,558 soldiers bound for Germany rita 
Aden. On the 28th July the Palatia picked 
up five Chinamen and one Chinere woman 
floating on a small raft. The Chinese belonged 
to an Amoy junk which was wrecked at sea. 

bronze medal, on which will be graven an 
eaglé fixing ils talons in a dragon and on the 
reverse side the Emperor's signature, will be 
conferred upon the officers and men of the 
German expedition to China. A similar 
medal in steel will 1e conferred upon all per- 
sons—soldiers, sailors, and civilians—who have 
taken part in the preparation of the expedition 
or have in other ways contributed to the succegs 
of the campaign. 

A Yellow Book on affairs in China. .whs 
published in Paris at the beginning of the 
month. It states the moderation and restraint 
of the French troops in North China, which 
was “highly appreciated by the Chinese 
authorities and people, who bagged to be placed 
under French authcrity.” This is hardly what 
the war correspondents have led us to uxpect, 
but then they do not write Yellow Books—at 
least, not of this kind. 

The native Sin Wan Pao discusses the adop- 
tion of the gold standard for the Foreign 
Customs’ Tariff. The amount of the indemnities 
is very great, and China has nothing to advance 
by way of hypothecation. Hence, the editor 
says, she is forced by the dire necessity of the 
circumstances to ask for an increase in her 
tariff. The nations ought to consent toa 10 
per cent. tariff. But England will object. A 
compromise of 5 per cent. has been suggested, 
which would bring in ten miilions additional. 
If all articles at present on the freo list were 
also taxed, that would be a further godsend to 
China. China, being a silver-u:ing country, 
lost on the great depression of the exchange, 
especially as she pays her debts in gold, The 
Sin Wan Pao’s editor urges that now is the 
time for the Chinese Plemipowuriaries to secure 
a change.
